When you arrive at Saint Michael's College you automatically become a member of the 
Student Association. The activities fee that you pay when you enroll at Saint Michael's 
College goes directly to the Student Association. This fee allows the S.A. to allocate over a 
quarter of a million dollars to over 35 clubs and organizations. The clubs range from 
programming social awareness activities to organizing concerts. 
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Students at Saint Michaels College have many opportunities to come 
face to face with "real-world" problems and challenges. The firefighters 
and ambulance personnel of the Fire and Rescue Squad regularly face 
those that are literally a matter of life and death. 


At Saint Michaels College, the Fire and Rescue Squad is an independent 
volunteer organization of young men and women students. In addition to 
their academic and extracurricular responsibilities, they have taken on 
the awesome burden of serving the public by providing fire protection 
and emergency medical treatment, not only on campus but also 
throughout a broad area of Vermont's most populous county. With the 
dedication and support of the Saint Michaels student, alumni, and staff 
volunteers, their service has continued 24 hours a day, 365 days a year, 
since 1969, 


Saint Michaels Rescue responds to more than 2,700 calls annually 
involving respiratory and cardiac emergencies, motor vehicle accidents, 
inter-hospital neonatal transports, and more. As Vermont-certified 
Emergency Medical Technicians, students provide the same responsible 
and professional care that you would expect from any ambulance service 
anywhere in the country. 


The Fire Unit responds to an average of 500 emergency calls per year, 

including structure fires, car fires, car accidents, fire alarms, and carbon 

monoxide alarms. As one of the first college-affiliated fire departments 

in New England, Saint Michaels Fire Department has been a model for 
colleges nationwide.

How it all began 


MOVE follows a tradition of community service that began 
with Fire and Rescue, Crown & Sword and the Office of 
Volunteer Programs. MOVE was founded in the spring of 
1988. The structure was developed after a beneficial visit 
from Wayne Meisel, the former Director of COOL (Campus 
Outreach Opportunity League). A Harvard graduate 
concerned about the "supposed apathy" of the "twenty- 
something" generation, Wayne contended that most college 
and university students were only too willing to be of service: 
they simply needed the ways and means to get involved. He 
visited our campus, spoke about different aspects of a 
community service program and challenged us to make our 
own. From his visit we were able to get the start we needed. 
Fr. Michael Cronogue, SSE, the Founder of MOVE, wrote an 
Action Grant through The Federal Domestic Volunteer 
Agency to help with the necessary funding for MOVE to get 
started.
